Dalbey. Dr. Dalbey called attention 
to "the complaints of the old men and 
women and added his observation 
and judgment that the charges of the 
county were not being given suffici- 
ent nutritious food- When the Doc- 
tor first called the attention of the 
Directors to the condition there was 
some improvement but soon condi- 
tions became as bad as ever. 


The condition has grown so ^seri- 


ous that Dr. T. P. Dalbey has an- 
nounced that he would resign at the 
end of the year, as he was unable to 
have the condition remedied. 


It would be a crying shame upon 


the county, if the physician of the 
County Home was allowed to resign, 
or his resignation accepted. He has
